While the election-related debris is 
seeking some place to settie, this might be 
an appropriate time once more for one of 
our infrequent strolls, barefoot among the 
potpourri ... 

The rich, whoever, they may be, seem to 
be special targets of politicians, especially 
during election time. But one observer 
pointed out recently that the rich, wnoever 


they may be, really comprise a mighty small- 


target. 

Robert L. Heilbroner, identified only as 
“an economist” in the report | saw printed, 
claims that a $32,000 family income is 
enough to fall into the top 5 percent of our 
population — a so-called upoer class which 
draws a mere 15 percent of the nation’s 
income. 

This is significant, but not enough, if 
redistributed through manipulation of the 
tax structure, to éievate the incomes of the 
more numerous lower classes, according to 
Economist Heilbroner. 

A family isn’t really rich, be adds, until its 
income tops $100,000, and that excludes all 
but about 200,000 families in America. 

“These figures have a certain shock 
effect," Heilbroner says. “It takes much 


* more money to be rich, and much fess 


money to be upper class, than we think.” 


Lest we forget ... 

And sneaking of riches and of taxes in the 
same breath, one of the more significant 
contracts ‘in the printing business was 
awarded recently. 

The Webb Co., of Minnesota, will receive 
$1,751,270 for printing about 40 million 
individual 1040A income tax forms, and mail 
ihem directly to taxpayers throughout the 
country. It's the biggest printing job - in

eas 1 the American Revolution was 


some American troops, two 
companies of Spanish from 
St. Louis and two of French- 
men from the Illinois settle- 
ments. Clark himself depart- 
ed for Kentucky to help fend 
off an assault by British and 
Indians who were headed 
toward settlements there. 
Clark left on his eastward 
venture on June 4 and Mont- 
gomery, according to his 


report - “immediately pro- 


ceeded to the business | was 
ordered and marched three 
hundred and fifty men to the 


Lake (present-day Peoria, 
II.) open on the Wlinois 


River. and from thence to the 
Rock River, destroying the 
towns and crops proposed, 
the Enimy not daring to fight 
me as they had so lately 
been disbanded and they 
could not raise a sufficient 
force.” 

Thus, the Sauks and Fox- 
es were the only tribes 
punished by the rebels for 
participation in the attacks 
on St. Louis and Cahokia. 
And their effort wasn't ap- 
preciated by the British eith- 
er. In his report on the raid 
on the Mississippi settle- 
ments, Lt. Gov. Patrick 
Sinclair of Michilimackinac 
contended that the Winne- 
bagos and Sioux “would 
have stormed the Spanish 
lines, if the Sacs and Outa- 
gamies (Foxes) under their 
treacherous leader Monsr. 
Caive, had not failen back so 
early, as to give them but too 
well grounded suspicion that 
they were between 2 fires.” 

Another expedition also 
headed toward the Mississi- 
ppi in June, this one moving 
southward from Michilimac- 
kinac and under command of 
Capt. John McNamara. It's 
purpose was to secure the 
lage Guaniity of furs accu- 
mulated by British traders at 
Prairie du Chien, lest they 
fallinto the hands of Ameri- 
can raiding parties like the 
one that Montgomery led to 
the Rock River. 

John Long, who was ask- 
ed by Lt. Gov. Sinclair to 
participate in the venture as 
adjutant and lieutenant, later 
wrote of the trip in his 
“Voyayes and Travels of an 
tndian Interpreter and Tra- 
der " ({London, 1791). “We 
left the post,” he said, “with 
36 Southern Indians of the 
Ottigaumies (Fox) and Sioux 
nations, and 20 Canadians, 
in nine large birch canoes, 
laden with Indian presents.” 

Long became iff on the 
third day after leaving Mi- 
chilimackinac but continued 
on the journey. After the 
fourth day, the party camped 
at Green Bay and then 


continued toward its desti- 
nation on the Wisconsin 
River, During a portage one 
of the Indians suffered a bite 
by a rattlesnake. He treated 
himself, Long reported, “by 
cutting out the wounded part 
from the caif of his leg, and 
applying sali and gunpow- 
der, and binding it up with 
the leaves of the red willow 
tree.” 

After seven days of travel 
the group arrived at Prairie 
du Chien where, Long said, 
“we found the merchants’ 
peltry in packs in a long- 
house guarded by Captain 
Langlad (Charles Langlade) 
and some Indians. We took 
about three hundred packs 
of the best skins, and filled 
the canoes. Sixty more 
which remained, we burat, 
to prevent the enemy from 
taking them, having ourselv- 
es no room to stow any 
more.” 

Soon after returning from 
the 80-day mission, Long 
went to Sinclair to ask for 
pay for his services but was 
told that he should seek it 
from the traders. He got 
None from them either. —
